Proceedings of the Fifteenth Annual Meeting, 
held at New York, June 7th, 8th and 9th, 1864. 


TUESDAY, JUNE 7TH. 
Morning Session. 

Conformable to regulations, the Association con- 
vened on the seventh day of June, 1864, in Irving Hall, 
and at 11 o’clock, A. M., was called to order by the 
President, ALDEN Marcu, M.D., LL.D., of Albany, 
N. Y., sustained by Vice Presidents, Drs. James 
CouPEr of Delaware, Davip Prince of Illinois, and 
CuristTian C. Cox of Maryland. 

The Senior Secretary, Dr. Hosmer A. Jonnson of 
Chicago, Illinois, and the local Secretary of the City 
of New York, were likewise present. 

Prayer by the Rev. Dr. DE Wirt of the City of 
New York. * 

After which Dr. James AnpERson, Chairman of 
the Committee of Arrangements addressed the mem- 
bers present in terms of welcome and presented the 
following report: 

Mr. President and Delegates to the 
American Medical Association. 

GENTLEMEN :—In the discharge of the duty de- 
volved upon me as Chairman of your Committee of 
Arrangements, it affords me great pleasire on this, 
the fifteenth anniversary of the Association, in be- 
half of your committee as well as the profession in 
general, to extend to you a cordial welcome. This 
organization whose germ was first developed in the 





Guide-books will be furnished to each delegate, with 
a programme comprising a variety of intellectual as 
well as social amusements. Among the institutions 
which have sprung up since your former visit may 
be noticed St. Luke’s Hospital, on the Fifth Avenue, 
with a full and efficient medical staff; also a medical 
college under t!:e auspices of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Corrections, and in connection with 
the Bellevue Hospital and Almshouse ; and in time, 
through the liberal bequest of the late Mr. Roose- 
velt, a third hospital will be added to the list. There 
is a feature, Mr. President, in your present assem- 
bling, of deep interest and solemn regret. I allude 
to that profound silence of several, and the dimin- 
ished response of other States, which will appear 
upon the calling of the roll. It would not be pro- 
per on this occasion, nor becoming the cireumstan- 
ces under which I appear before you, to allude to its 
cause. Let us trust, however, that, through the in- 
terposition of an all-wise and overruling Providence, 
the time is not far distant when we may again offer 
to our alienated brethren the hand of professional 
fellowship which it is our privilege to extend to you 
this day. I again welcome you all to this me- 
tropolis. , 

On motion, the report was received and adopted. 
Dr. ANDERSON, on behalf of the Committee, sug- 
gested that the Association should hold two daily 
sessions during its present sitting, one in the morn- 
ing from ten to half-past one o’clock, P. M.; and 
one in the afternoon ; commencing at three o’clock, 
to continue until such time as was the pleasure of 
the body to adjourn.

| Permanent Secretary. shall hold his appointment for 
ten years, unless: sooner removed by death, resigna- 
tion, or a vote of two-thirds of the members present 
at a regular annual meeting.” 

And be it further ordained that Section 5 of the 
‘same article be stricken out, and the following sub- 
| stituted in its place, viz.: ‘‘ The Permanent Secretary 
| shall record the minutes and authenticate the pro- 
' ceedings, give due notice of the time-and place of 

each next ensuing annual meeting ; notify all mem- 

bers of committees of their appointment and of the 
| duties assigned to them; hold correspondence with 
other permanently organized Medical Societies both 
domestic and foreign; serve as a member of the 
Committee on Publication; see that the published 
Transactions are promptly distributed to all the 
members who have paid their annual assessment, 
| and carefully preserve the Archives and unpublished 
| Transactions of the Association. 

The Assistant Secretary shall aid the Permanent 
Secretary in recording and authenticating the pro- 
ceedings of the Association ; serve as a member of 
| the Committee of Arrangements, and perform all 

the duties of Permanent Secretary temporarily, 
whenever that office shall be vacant either by death, 
resignation or removal. 

And be it further ordained that Article 6, Section 

2, be amended by adding after the word ‘‘ meetings ” 
in the second line the following, viz.: ‘‘ including 
the necessary expenses of the Permanent Secretary 
in attending the regular meetings and maintaining 
| the necessary correspondence of the Association.”

Whereas, The stringency of our blockade of the | 
Southern coast has, to a great extent, deprived the sick | 
and wounded, the feeble babe, the helpless woman, | 
the aged man, as well as the sufferers by wounds | 
and disease in the ranks of our enemies, of needful | 
appliances to relieve pain and to save life; and 

hereas, From the same cause thousands and tens | 
of thousands of our own brave sons and brothers, 
fighting for the holy cause of our glorious Union, | 
and left wounded on the battle-field in the hands of | 
the enemy, have been compelled to have operations 
performed without the relief and benefit which | 
chloroform would bring, and have lain in suffering 
unto death in the hospitals of the South from the | 
absolute destitution of the country of many needful 
medicines and instruments of surgery; and, 

Whereas, These articles are in no respect to be 
considsred as among the ‘‘ sinews of war,” and, as 
has been seen, are not material to a vigorous prose- 
cution of rebellious warfare ; and, 

Whereas, This Association, numbering among its 
lawful members the medical men of the entire thirty- 
four States of the Union, we deem it eminently fitting 
that we should urge upon the Government and the 
people of the United States to remember the univer- 
sal brotherhood of man and the undying attributes 
of humanity ; it is therefore unanimously 

Resolved, That the Association request the Presi- 
dent of the United States to take such action as shall 
cause all medicines and medical and surgical instru- 
ments and appliances to be excluded from the list of 
asticles called “ contraband of war,”’ and that such 
articles in any quantity may be purchased by any 
person'in any State of the Union, and may be con- 
veyed beyond our lines under a flag of truce, after 
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proper inspection, so as to give every necessary com- 
fort to relieve any human suffering, whether of our 
own soldiers or that of the enemy. 

Resolved, That a copy of the above Preamble and 
Resolutions be sent to the President and Heads of 
Departments, and to each and every member of the 
United States Senate, and attested by the officers of 
this Association; and that every member be re- 
quested to use all the influence in his power in strip- 
ping this fratracidal war of some of its unneces 
horrors, and thereby to inaugurate the re-establish- 
ment of more kindly feelings, and to smooth away 
some of the obstructions to the reconciliation of our 
es ow brethren.

each Senator and Representative in the National 
Legislature.

municate promptly with members of Congress from 
their respective districts, in relation to the object of 
this resolution, and to urge the enactment of such 
law as may confer proper rank upon a branch of the 
military organization of the country whose im- 
portant services and claims have never been ade- 
quately appreciated or recognized. 

After offering these Resolutions, Surgeon Cox 
made the following remarks: © 

Mr. PRESIDENT: It will be recollected that, at 
the last meeting of the Association, I introduced re- 
solutions on the subject of increased rank in the 
Medical Corps of the army. The able memorial 
prefaced by Dr. McGuetn, of Iowa, was not placed 
on the desks of members of Congress early enough 
for definite action. 

There has been, from the nning, a determined 
disinclination to accord to medical men in the army, 
the rank to which they are justly entitled. This may 
be a part of that general indisposition to recognize 
and reward the services of medical men which exists 
in every community. The soldier, who falls on the 
battle-field, forced into the front, quite as much by 
the rigorous military discipline as from the effects of 
genuine courage, has a monument to recall his 
prowess; while the physician, who confronts déath 
in the heat of the pestilence and falls a victim at the 
bedside of his patient, generally misses a rude stake 
to mark his grave! Medical men of the army have 
never received the consideration to which they are 
eminently entitled. 

It is true that a bill is now before Congress to in- 
crease the rank and pay of Medical Directors of 
Army Corps, but its provisions are partial and con- 
fined to the period for which the officer may be on 
duty. We desire rank—permanent recog- 
nition of our services. 

I had the honor to institute, before this association 
years ago, the movement in behalf of the medical 
corps of the navy. They were really without any 
assimilated rank. The memorial was prepared by a 
committee of this body, the form of a bill drafted, 
and the whole matter successfully carried through 
Congress. A bill was passed and the medical gen- 
tlemen of the navy have been reaping the benefits of 
it to this day. The influence of this Associatiun is 
not to be lightly regarded, and I feel confident that 
effort on our part would accomplish all desired by 
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the medical men of the army, and effect justice, | solved that the time for the next meeting of the Asso- 


however tardy, to a class of intelligent and self- 
sacrificing devotees of science. 

To show you the superior responsibility of medical 
men of the army, I have only to cite the case of Sur- 
ar LETTERMAN, former Director of the Army of the

ceeded. I believe, 40,000. In less ratio the Director 
at Washington, Dr. ABBorT, and many excellent and 
able colleagues, Surgeon Simpson, U. 8. A., of the 
Middle Department, are cases in point. Dr. SatrEer- 
LEE off New York, one of nature’s noblemen, an 
officer of attainment and experience, the oldest 
surgeon in the United States army, has in the pro- 

ess of his versatile duties as Purveyor. disbursed 

,000,000 dollars, since the war commenced. Nor 
are these solitary instances. It is true, something 
has been done in recognition of the services of medi- 
cal men and I trust this Association will at once, 
throw into our cause, the weight of its overpoweging 
influence.

Notice of the death of Dr. FranKiIn BACHE. 

Dr. Squires presented the following remarks and 
motion: 

Within the past few months the medical profession 
of this country has lost the life and service of Dr. 
FRANKLIN BacHE, of Philadelphia, and it appears 
hardly just that he should pass from the scene of his 
productive labor without some respectful notice ° 
upon the record of the National Medical Associa- 
tion. This man, with an honesty of purpose and 
of practice which proved that he was guided by the 
spirit of truth in his heart, industriously served his 
profession throughout a long life with vigor, energy, 
ability, and with success, and there are few men left 
living in the profession who have added so much to 
its practical useful knowledge, or who have so faith- 
fully opposed ignorance and error. 

With much of the wisdom of his great ancestor, 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, he sufpassed him in soundness 
of mind and integrity of action, and lived a life so 
useful and so nearly blameless, thatall may envy his 
reputation and follow his example with advantage to 
the profession he so long served. He died on the

This combination is of great use as a hemostatic 
in cases of cuts, leech bites, &c. One part of the 
crystallized perchloride of iron is to be dissolved in 
six parts of collodion ; but this must be done very 
gradually, or the heat which is produced will cause 
the ebulition of the collodion. The mixture is a 
yellowish red, limpid fluid, which, when applied to 
the skin gives rise to a small yellow pellicle pos- 
sessed of great elastidity.—Reine Med., Nov. 15th,

Poisonous Effects of Oidium of Vines. 


In the Medical Times and Gazette is an epitome of a 
paper presented by M. CoLuin to the Academy of 
Medicine wherein it is stated that the oidium which 
has for past years been so destructive to the vine may 
also in man produce decided symptoms of poisoning. 
In the three cases which he relates, the persons 
while cutting vines affected with oidiwn produced a 
slight incision of the skin ; and in all the same symp- 
toms resulted. In a few days, shivering, loss of ap- 
petite, and fever with remissions set. in. The cut, 
at first quite insignificant, soon assumed a bad aspect 
and eventually became gangrenous, the limb itself 
being cdematous. The most remarkable circum- 
stance was that the mouth became covered with 
muguet, which modern researches have shown to be 
a cryptogamous production, and which has indeed, 
been termed by M. GuBLER the oidium of the mouth, 
M. CoL.in has instituted some experiments by the 
inoculation of animals with vidiwm, the results of 
which will be communicated. 


Scarlet Fever in England. 


London is emerging from a more formidable epi- 
demic of scarlet fever than has prevailed there for 
upward of twenty years, and the disease appears rife 
allover England. During the first eight months of 
the past year, one death in every fourteen was due to 
scarlatina. 

Remedy for Scarlet Fever. 


Dr. Jam#ts O. WuiTxeEy, of Pawtucket, R. I., re- 
commends, in the Boston Medical and Surgical Jour- 
nal, a saturated solation of chlorate of potash, in 
equal parts of muriatic acid and water, which has 
the effect of acting as a valuable diuretic. ‘‘I have 
used it,”? he says, ‘in some twenty cases, without 
having been disappointed in any instance. I begin 
to use it at any stage of the disease, administering it 
every four and six hours in op or gum-arabic 
water, in such doses that a child five years of age 
would get one and a half drops of the acid at each 
dose ; and in a few instances I have used double such 
quantity, with benefit. The beneficial use of this 
remedy for correcting fetid breath in scarlet and 
other adynamic fevers, is well known, and its modus 
operandi easily explained; but how it acts upon the 
kidneys is not so readily understood. 


Trichinial Infection. 


While removing a cancroid. growth from the neck 
of a patient arrived from the country, Dr. LanGEN- 
BECK remarked that the platysma presented an 
unusual appearance. Microscopic examination, 
showed that it contained an immensc number of 
dead trichinew, contained in calcified capsules. In- 
quiry was made, as to the circumstances under 
which the immigration had probably occurred, and 
the following was the result: In 1845 a commission, 
composed of eight persons, went to a town in the 
district of Lawsitz,.to inspect the schoo. A colla- 
tion composed of hams, sausages, roast veal, and 
white wine, was served to the commission; only 
seven of the members partook of it, the eighth was 
absent at the time and only took a giass of red wine 
at dessert. Three or four days after, the seven who 
had partaken of refreshment were seized with intense 
diarrhea, pain in the neck, and edema of the face 
and extremities. In four the attack proved fatal, 
and the other three, including the person on whom 
M. LANGENBECK ha operated, onl recovered after 
a tedious illness. —Hdinburg - Jour.

THE AMERICAN MEDICAL ASSOCIA- 
TION, 


The Fifteenth Annual Meeting of the American 
Medical Association was held in New York last 
| week, the sessions commencing on Tuesday morn- 
ing, the 7th instant, and closing on Thursday. 
The attendance was very large, being fully up to 
that on the meetings anterior to our national dis- 
turbances. The names of nearly five hundred 
delegates were registered. A full official account 
of the meeting is in course of preparation which 





we hope will be in time for this number, though 
| it has been delayed by the illness of the Secretary. 
The sessions were held in Irving Hall, a fine 
building, but very ill adapted to the purpose both 
| in its location, being on the corner of a block, and 
jin its audience chamber which is constructed 

without the slightest regard to the principles of 
acoustics. The delegates had an excellent oppor- 
| tunity to scrape an acquaintance while registering 
| their names and paying their dues. Good humor 
_and pleasantry abounded, so did greenbacks, much 
| to the delight of the Treasurer, whose coffers sadly 

needed replenishing; while each delegate became 

the delighted possessor of a pack of cards—of 
| invitation to entertainments and excursions, and 


ia carte blanche to visit everything in the great 


| sity of Gotham, that was worth seeing; and we 


may here remark that they afterwards found these 
vouchers a passport wherever they went, to 
marked respect and attention. 

" We must refer to the minutes for a detailed 
account of the business transacted at the meeting. 
The Reporter is the only journal that has a fall 
report of the proceedings, for which we are in- 
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debted to the courtesy of the Secretary, Dr. Guipo 
Forman. 

When the delegates were assembled in the hall, 
the sight was an imposing one. There were con- 
gregated some of the brightest ornaments of the 
profession from all parts of the country, with a 
due proportion of younger men, who, a few years 
hence, will have inscribed their names on the 
tablets of memory. Among the veteran members 
of the profession present during the meetings of 
the Association, we noticed Cuinps and Green, of 
Massachusetts, Parsons, of Rhode Island, Knicut, 
of Connecticut, Stevens, of New York, Smirx and 
Craic, of New Jersey, Gesnarp, of Pennsylvania, 
and others, whose white hairs might place them 
in the same category, but whose elastic steps, 
vigorous movements, and cheery presence, place 
them a little nearer the meridian of life. The 
younger portion of the delegates felt that to be in 
such company was an honor, and we felt sure 
‘that there were among them those who would 
creditably fill the seats soon, alas, too soon! to be 
vacated by these, their grave and reverend seniors. 

The address of the President, Dr. ALpzN Marca, 
of Albany, was hardly, in our opinion, equal to 
the importance of the occasion, or complimentary 
to the character of the audience. The principal 
theme was a hackneyed one, and there were com- 
mon-place expressions that sounded badly in an 
address before a scientific audience like that he 
addressed. The address of the President of such 
a body of men as were assembled on that occasion 
should be an honor to the American Medical pro- 
fession. 

In‘ the selection of President for the ensuing 
year, we believe the Nominating Committee con- 
sulted the wishes of nine-tenths of the delegates. 
It was peculiarly appropriate that Dr. N. 8. Davis, 
the man through whose instrumentality more 
than that of any other, the preliminary meeting 
toward the formation of the Association was held 
in this very city in 1846, should ‘here be selected 
to preside over its deliberations. And during the 
meeting Dr. Davis proved himself to be well 
qualified to fill the position creditably to himself 
and to the learned and august body over which 
he was called to preside. 

We were sorry to hear so many committees 
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called, who were not ready to report, and hope that 
a better account will be rendered of these com- 
mittees next year. There was but a single report 
on Topography, Meteorology, and Epidemics, that 
of Dr. Parsons, of Rhode Island. These reports 
are important as containing a medical history of 
the several sections of the country, and should be 
made with some degree of regularity. 


The discussions were generally conducted with 
freedom, candor, and good feeling. Some consti- 
tutional changes having an important bearing on 
the future welfare of the Association were made, 
and others were proposed, and will be acted on at 
the next meeting. The different sections organ- 
ized, and transacted a good deal of business, 
which was speedily dispatched in the general ses- 
sions. The utility of these sections was apparent. 

One of the most important modifications in 
the organic law of the Association made at this 
session, was, in our view, the establishment of a 
Permanent Secretaryship. We originally proposed 
this alteration through these pages a number of 
years ago, and were twice the means of having 
the subject brought before the Association. The 
first time, the. proposition not being well under- 
stood, was defeated. The Nominating Committee 
proposed the name of Dr. Wu. B. Arxinson, of 
this city, and he was elected. The selection of 
this officer should have been done with more 
deliberation, however, and the sense of the meet- 
ing should have been ascertained by a ballot. 
There should have been no canvassing and elec- 
tioneering for it. As it was, the result was rather 
creditable to ti 2 industry of the candidate and 
the adroit management of the leaders of a strong 
county delegation than a deliberate expression of 
the wishes of the Association. If we mistake not, 
the Secretary elect has never yet’attended a meet- 
ing of the Association. We feel too great an 
interest in this matter not to hope that Dr. Arxin- 
son will make a geod Secretary. Indeed, as 
Secretary of the Philadelphia County and the 
Pennsylvania State Medical Societies, he has had 
considerable experience, and given satisfaction, 
and we doubt not he will do so in this new, 
important, and honorable position. It was re- 
marked that no sooner was the question of the 
Secretaryship decided than the Philadelphia dele- 
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gation, with the exception of three members, 
immediately disappeared. 

The social feature of the meeting was, by no 
means its least important one. The opportunity 
to form new acquaintances to revive old ones, to 
give and receive hospitality, is both pleasant and 
profitable. The evening entertainments, and the 
collations provided on the excursions to visit the 
City Institutions and the Government Hospitals 
gave excellent opportunities to extend acquain- 
tance and cultivate good feeling. Entertainments 
were given by Mayor Gunter, Drs. ANDERSON, 
Sarr, Parker, CLARK, Bock, Taywor, Linpiey and 
Bopp, in New York, and Dr. Squrss, in Brooklyn. 

It is a very singular fact that the newspaper 
press of New York took scarcely any notice of this 
meeting of the profession of the United States, 
except where in one or two instances they thought 
they could make political capital out of something. 


that was said or done. It was with the utmost 
difficulty that many of the delegates on their 


arrival in New York could find where the meeting 
was to be held, as the newspapers neglected to 
announce it, and the hotel-keepers had heard 
nothing of such a meeting. 

The merest outline, and that a very imperfect 
one, of the proceedings, was published in one or 
two papers. It was noticable that full notes of 
the proceedings of a State convention of irregular 
practitioners in session at the same time, were 
published in nearly all the papers. It is possible 
that adequate notice of the meeting and of its 
general character and importance had not been 
given in time to enable the reporters to make 
their arrangements to do justice to so important a 
convocation of the medical profession of the 
country. The medical profession has, however, 
long siuce learned that they have little favor to 
expect of the newspaper press whose influence, 
with few exceptions, is exerted in favor of irreg- 
ular practitioners and quackery in all its forms. 

We feel assured that all who had the pleasure 
of being present at the sessions of the Association 
left New York with pleasant memories of their 
sojourn there, and of the hospitality of the pro- 
fession, and that they will all look forward to the 
next reunion in Boston with the hope that they 
will be there. 








The Medical Corps. 

The bill to increase the efficiency of the medical 
corps of the army, which passed the House this 
week, provides that the medical directors of the 
armies, or of two or more corps, shall have the 
rank and pay of colonels of cavalry, and that 
medical directors of army corps and departments 
shall have the rank and pay of lieutenant-colonels 
of cavalry. The bill also provides that at least 
two-thirds of the medical officers assigned to these 
positions shall be from volunteer corps. This 
increase of rank and pay is to continue only 
during the time such assignment lasts.

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Instructions concerning Prisoners. 


SurGEON GENERAL’s OFFICE, 
Wasuineron, D. C,, June 14, 1364. 
[Circular Letter.] 
The following extracts from a circular, issued by the Com- 
missary General of Prisoners, are published for the informa- 
tion of all Medical Officers concerned : 


Orrice or COMMISSARY GENERAL OF PRISONERS, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2, 1864. 
(Circular.] 


III.—The hospital will be under the immediate charge of 
the senior medical officer present, who will be held responsible 
to the commanding officer for its good order and the proper 
treatment of the sick, A fund for this hospital will be created 
as for other hospitals, It will be kept separate from the fund 
of the hospital for the troops, and will be expended for the 
objects specified, and in the manner prescribed in paragraph 
1212, Revised Regulations for the Army in 1863, except that 
the requisition of the medical officer in charge, and the bill 
of purchase, before payment, shall be approved by the com- 
manding officer. When this “fund ’’ is sufficiently large, it 
may be expended also for shirts and drawers for the sick, the 
expense of washing clothes, articles for policing purposes, and 
all articles and objects indispensably necessary to promote 
the sanitary condition of the hospital. 

IV.—Surgeous in charge of hospitals where there are Pris- 
oners of war will make to the Commissary General of Pris- 
oners, through the commanding officer, semi-monthly reports 
of deaths, giving names, rank, regiment, and company ; date 
and place of capture; date and cause of death ; place of inter- 
ment, and No. of grave. Effects of deceased prisoners will be 
taken possession of by the commanding officer, the money 
and valuables to be reported to this office, (see note on blank 
reports,) the clothing of any value to be given to such pris- 
oners as require it. Money left by deceased prisoners, or 
accruing from the sale of their effects, will be placed in the 
Prison Fund. 

The ration for issue to prisoners will be composed as follows:

to 100 rations. 
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tea to the one hundred rations. This part of the ration will 
be allowed only for every other day. 

The difference between the ration as above established, and 
the ration allowed by law to soldiers of the U. 8. Army, con- 
stitutes the “savings” from which is formed the “ Prison 
Fund.” 

VIII.—The Prison Fund is a credit with the subsistence 
department, and, at the request of Commissary General of 
Prisoners, may be transferred by the Commissary General of 
subsistence in manner prescribed by existing regulations for 
the transfer of hospital fund. 

XVI.—When prisoners are seriously ill, their nearest rela- 
tives, being loyal, may be permitted to make them short 
visits ; but under no other circumstances will visitors be ad- 
mitted without the authority of the Commissary General of 
Prisoners. At those places where the guard is inside the 
inclosure, persons having official business to transact with the 
commander or other officer will be admitted for such purposes, 
but will not be allowed to have any communication wlth 
prisoners.
